Mr. Sidney White spoke on the 
subsidy which the government has 
been allowing the farmers during 
the months of March and April. As 
he explained, the purpose of the 
subsidy was to save the consumer 
from paying an increase in the cost 
of milk. The figure, however, will 
not cover the added cost of pro- 
duction, he said.

Editorials 


Time For Work 


In any business everyone has to 
do his part and do it well in order 
to allow that business to operate at 
its maximum efficiency, to allow 
the firm to get the most for its 
dollar. In most businesses that is 
carried out pretty well, sometimes 
by constant watching and criti- 
cizing, sometimes by co-operation 
on the part of the employees. 

It should be that way in town 
business, too. And sometimes it is, 
sometimes it isn’t. Some town em- 
ployees really have the interests of 
the town at heart, and treat their 
job as if it were something they 
could keep only by doing a good 
job, while others act as if their 
job were something the town owed 
them. 

Several years back the amount 
of work that some of the public 
works department men did was not 
too far from infinitesimally small. 
The public in general didn’t like 
it, and gradually, about the time 
Mr. White and Mr. Hall went on 
the board, things improved so that 
for a while the men really did a 


day’s work. But now they’re slip- 
ping again, some of them. You go 
driving along the road, and you'll 
find a gang of them busy — busy 
talking. 

It’s not a thing that the people 
who have to pay the bills like, and 
it’s up to the Board itself to do 
something about it. There is a 
tendency when you’re on a Town 
Board to be a good fellow with the 
men who work for the Board, and 
this is the case with the public 
works department. Some of the 
members lend a ready ear to the 
gripings of some of the workers, 
and probably feel that when elec- 
tion time comes they will have the 
support of these men. But if they’re 
smart, they will realize that there 
are very few employees and a lot 
of taxpayers. And when the tax- 
payers see a group of men out on 
a roadside doing nothing but talk- 
ing about politics, or the races, or 
town gossip, they are going to feel 
that the members of the Board 
who tolerate such idleness on the 
part of the men they hire should 
not have public support when they 
next come up for election.

light battery such as are made by 
disabled soldiers; towels bearing 
the slogans “Resist and Recon- 
struct’ and “Work Together’; 
matches, hand dipped, due to lack 
of machinery; a leather jacket 
made by a Mohammedan Fur Co- 
operative in Kansu; a hand loomed 
blanket similar to the millions used 
by Chinese soldiers; indigo-dyed 
Batik. Accompanying the exhibit 
are several excellent large mounted 
photographs which show the differ- 
ent types of work carried on by the 
cooperatives. 


An extremely interesting account 
of these cooperatives may be found 
in Joy Homer’s “Dawn Watch in 
China,’ where she gives a first 
hand account of those she visited— 
some lodged in mud-walled com- 
pounds, some in caves—on her trip 
to Free China. The cooperative 
movement got under way in China 
in 1938 thanks to a group which in- 
cluded Rewi Alley, Edgar Snow 
and K. P. Liu and to the very prac- 
tical help in the form of a loan of 
$5,000,000 by Madame Chiang and 
H. H. Kung. Today there are more 
than 2,000 cooperatives which offer 
to young and old, men and women, 


disabled soldiers, villagers and refy. 
gees, a very practical means for 
working together for ‘victory ani 
a better world.”
